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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, lines 8 
and 9, "color film" should be changed to -colored film-. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 7, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Lo et al., (Lo), US 2005/0019679. 

6. Lo discloses and shows in Fig. 3D, a color filter comprising a substrate (200), a 
resin black matrix (202) formed on the substrate and having an opening within the 
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matrix, and a colored film (204a) covering a portion of the substrate located inside the 
opening of the resin black matrix and covering at least a portion of the resin black matrix 
(202), 

wherein an edge portion of the resin black matrix located along the opening in 
the matrix and covered by the colored film is thinner than a portion of the resin black 
matrix contiguous with the edge portion. 

Accordingly, claim 7 is anticipated. 

As to claim 10, Lo also discloses that the color filter is used in a liquid crystal 
display device. 

As to claim 1 1 , since the colored film (204) is formed after forming the matrix 
having a thinner edge than an adjacent portion of the matrix (as shown in Fig. 3D), it is 
inherent that the colored film would first contacts the black matrix at the thinner edge. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

8. Claims 8, 9 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

As to claim 1 , the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a method for fabricating a color filter by bonding a colored film on a 
substrate having a resin black matrix formed thereon, comprising several steps as 
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claimed, more specifically the step of bonding the colored film onto the substrate in a 
direction whereby the colored film first contacts the matrix on the upstream side at the 
thinner edge is considered novel. 

As to claim 8, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a color filter wherein the width of the edge portion of the resin black 
matrix is in a range of 25% to 50% of the total width of the resin black matrix. 

As to clam 9, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a color filter wherein the thickness of the edge portion of the resin black 
matrix is in a range from 0.5 to 1 micro-meters. 

As to claim 12, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a method of fabricating a color filter wherein the colored film is bonded 
by applying pressure to the film to press the film to the substrate and the matrix, 
wherein the film is pressed against the matrix first at the thinner edge.
